This is the first time that a defi­ 
nite scheme for waterways improve­ 
ment has been arranged.

issued in Pittsburg charging him 
with “ larceny” by bailee. They re­ 
ceived word today that Keiran came 
here last night. 
Keiran will fight arrest. He insists 
that he has committed no crime and 
that the .Fidelity Funding company 
is solvent by $500,000. However, at 
the office of K Oran's lawyers, all in­ 
formation regarding the case was 
refused and the statement was made 
that Mr. Keiran was not there and 
was not expected. 
The real puzzle in the case is the 
connection therewith of Wm. Nel­ 
son Cromwell. He declines to discuss 
at present his repudiation by Car­ 
dinal Gibbons, w hom he declared had 
encaged him to sav e the credit of the 
Catholic church and who. when ap­ 
proached in Baltimore, declared he 
had 
had no communication

Five of the victims of the 
Black Hand outrage are in a hospi­ 
tal suffering from serious injuries. 
They are:

The tenement was occupied by 18 
families, nearly IOO 
people. 
The 
bomb dropped from the roof of an 
adjoining building down the airshaft, 
and exploded with terrific force. The 
plaster was blown from the walls 
throughout the structure, every win­ 
dow was broken and the doors torn 
from their fastenings. 
The shock of the explosion terri­ 
fied the sisters of the Holy Rosary, 
whose convent stands across 
the 
street from the wrecked tenement, 
and they fled to the street.

Notice was served 
on all the bands that have found a 
refuge for years in Kansas 
City 
that street meetings hereafter will 
not be permitted. 
Lieut. Patrick Clark and Patrol­ 
man Michael Mullane? the 
officers 
most seriously hurt, are not expect­ 
ed to live through the day. 
Clark was shot in the eye 
and 
Mullane was struck in 
the back. 
John Sharp, leader of the band and 
known as “ Adam 
God,** 
although 
dangerously wounded, escaped 
ar­ 
rest and Is still at large. 
The police 
are scouring the city for him. 
In City Hall District. 
1 
Yesterday’s riot occurred in 
the 
city hall district and hundreds 
of 
persons -were on the street* 
when 
fusillade began. That all escaped in* 
jury seems miraculous. 
The trouble was precipitated when 
George Holt, a probation 
officer, 
tried to question 
“ Adam 
God’s” 
band, who were holding 
a 
street 
meeting, about the five children of 
Mrs. Louis Pratt, who were 
with 
the band. Sharp assaulted Holt with 
a revolver. 
Police Are Shot Down. 
Rushing into the police 
station 
near by Holt sumoned help. Patrol­ 
men Arthur Dalbow 
and 
Harry 
Stege were sent out to arrest 
the 
band. 
Their appearance was 
the 
signal for the “ Holy 
Rollers** 
to 
open fire. 
Dalbow 
was 
instantly 
killed, and the other officers, who 
rushed to the rescue, wounded. Lola 
Pratt, the 13 year old daughter off 
Pratt, was shot 
and killed 
later.’ 
while her mother was trying to es­ 
cape with her in a boat. 
More Trouble Feared. 
With “ Holy Roller” Louis 
Pratt; 
still defying the police despite 
the 
! terrible wounds he received, 
and 
Sharp still at large, serious trouble 
is feared by the police here before 
the band of fanatics is 
thoroughly; 
suppressed. 
Sharp has made threats 
he will never be taken alive and a 
desperate fight is expected

LICENSING FISH HOUSES 


WOULD 
PROTECT 
OWNERS 


Says by Payment of a Dollar Fee 
Fishermen Should b© Permitted 
to Spear All Fish 


Game Warden George Kingsley of 
this district has a bill for the inter­ 
ests of winter fishermen which he 
intends to present at the meeting of 
the state game wardens soon. Mr. 
Kingsley’s bill provides that fish- 
houses should be licensed the same 
as setlines, and by being 
licensed 
they will be protected by the state. 
In former years it has been a habit 
of boys to destroy stoves and dam­ 
age the fishhouse and troubled the 
fishermen very much. Damage to a 
licensed house would be a criminal 
offense. Mr. Kingsley’s plan for the 
licensed fishhouse is to permit a man 
owning a licensed fishhouse to spear 
any kind of fish. 
Warden Kingsley 
believes that 
fishhouses would be permitted, since 
seining is licensed, and has as a con­ 
sequence refused to interfere with 
many cases similar to one in which 
game wardens in other districts have 
interfered with.

WASHINGTON. D. C. Dec. 9.— 
When asked what he thought of the 
president's message, Senator Robert 
M. La Follette of Wisconsin made 
the following statem ent: 
“ As a whole it is one of the best 
reasoned of the messages of Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt. 
It embodies a most 
salutary recurrence to fundam ental 
truths. 
The range of subject m atter 
is broad. 
“The presentation of moral issues. 
as in all of tho president's state pa­ 
pers, is notable, aud while many of 
its recommendations are not within 
the scope of the legislative authority 
delegated to congress, 
the 
whole 
serves admirably to review the great 
basic principle that should illumine 
the pathway of our future 
progress 
as a nation. 
“The recommendations for postal 
savings hanks, w orkingm en’s 
com­ 
pensation for industrial accidents, a 
general employers’ liability law. the 
conservation of the forests, currency 
reform and for better safeguarding 
the public health will be most ac­ 
ceptable to right thinking people.

“ Mistakes may be made. They are 
made in relation to other subjects 
of legislation,— trust, railroads and 
notably, currency and banking. The 
employers’ liability law of 1906 is 
cited by the president as an example 
of ill-considered legislation enacted 
in behalf of labor.
